The Delegation was in recess while a sumptuous dinner 
was served by Superintendent and Matron Mr. and Mrs. 
Lorden to the Delegation as guests of the County Commis- 
sioners. After dinner the members of the delegation re- 
assembled, in the Chapel. Alfred Cloues of Warner acted 
as chairman of the Budget Committee in the absence of 
Harold Blake of Concord. Alfred Cloues of Warner re- 
ported the following budget report. 

Paul Mansur of Concord moved the following resolution : 
For the purpose of bringing this budget before the Dele- 
cation for discussion, I move that we approve of the budget 
as read. The motion was seconded by Robert Sanderson 
of Pittsfield. Delegation approved the resolution. 


BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS 
of the 
MERRIMACK COUNTY BUDGET COMMITTEE 


To the Members of the Merrimack County Convention,— 
Mr. Charman and members of the Delegation: 

Your committee, appointed to consider and make recom- 
mendations in regard to necessary budget appropriations 
for the ensuing two years, respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report for the calendar years 1935 and 1936, and 
unanimously recommend for your consideration the fol- 
lowing appropriations. 

To look into the future and estimate the needs of the 
County for the balance of the year 1935 and for the year of 
1936 is a most difficult problem when considering the 
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amount needed for relief purposes. To aid in arriving at 
our estimate your committee has consulted with some mem- 
bers of the State Relief Board, the Overseer of the Poor 
for Coneord, and has the figures of last year as compiled 
by Mrs. Abby L. Wilder, State Relief Director. We have 
availed ourselves of the advice of the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, whose long experience ‘in 
County affairs and good business judgment has been most 
valuable. 

The County has issued bonds to the amount of $115,000, 
of which $7,000 must be paid annually. It also owes 
$55,000 in short time notes which must be paid as they fall 
due, or in some way be re-financed. 

In setting up the amounts in the budget for Public Wel- 
fare the past gives us little by which to guage present con- 
ditions, and we must ourselves decide upon the yearly 
amount to allot the different branches. Together with this, 
we must also set aside a sum sufficient for the payment of 
the short time notes. 

We recommend that the Delegation give the Commis- 
sioners specific authority to use some of the money set aside 
for payment of notes, for Welfare, in case our estimates 
for these items are found to be inadequate; and we also 
recommend that should there be an unexpended balance of 
Welfare funds the said balance shall be used to further 
redeem the notes. 

In the matter of the Farm Bureau appropriation, it is 
understood that the amount set aside is for $5,500, as last 
year, and in the event that State salary cuts are restored 
an amount has been provided to cover this increase, being 
$425 for the period July Ist to Dee. 31st, 1935; and $850 
for the year 19386. 

Salaries of County Officers. Salaries are fixed by statute 
and are the same as in 1934. 

Expenses of County Officers, $864.86 more than expended 
in 1934. Increase made necessary because of more investi- 
gations by the Commissioners in Welfare cases. 
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Expenses of County Treasurer. Printing of County Re- 
ports, this item formerly charged to Care & Supplies of 
Court House. 

Register of Deeds. Increase of $1,331.89 over last year. 
Salary of Register and clerks paid by fees. 

Needs new Plan File, $198.00. New Index Files and 
cards needed because of required reports to Towns, cover- 
ing transfers, $950.00 set aside for each of the two years 
to cover cost of indexing. Five year period. Last five year 
index cost over $2,000.00 


Care and Supplies for Court House, $231.16 more than 
last year. Boilers over thirty years old. Some sections 
had to be replaced last year. Need new boilers, estimated 
cost about $2,000. Hope to be able to replace boilers out 
of this appropriation. 

Jury Payrolls. Increase of $1,259.31 over last year. 
Cost over $12,000 in 1933. $10,000 seems to be a fair 
average. 

State vs. Payrolls. Appropriation for $4,500, an in- 
crease of $64.39 over 1934. $4,660.48 spent in 1933. 

Counsel Fees. This item approximately the same as last 
year. Prisoners entitled to counsel. Paid by County. 

Court Stenographer, $1,850 — Approximately the same 
as last year. 


Spent in 1934 $1,860.79 
1933 1,826.09 


Clerk of Superior Court, Salary $2,800, less fines credited 
to County, estimated at $500. 

Sheriff and Deputies, $8,500 set aside, being $50.76 less 
that last year. 

County Farm. An increase of $474.38 over expenditures 
of last year. Cost of grain, supples and food stuffs has 
materially increased. 

County Hospital. Appropriation $4,300. This is a new 
unit and must be permanently staffed. Requires services 
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of Day Nurse, Night Nurse, Ward attendants, ete. Addi- 
tional fuel, ight and upkeep. 

Jal. Item of $450 for 1935 covers cost of board of 
prisoners at Hillsborough County Jail. New Jail elimi- 
nates this item from 19386 budget.

At the call of the Chairman, a meeting of the Merrimack 
County delegation was held in Room 100 of the State House 
immediately following the morning session of the House. 
Purpose of the meeting was the necessity for the change 
in the deed of a certain parcel of land at the County Farm 
brought about by the construction of the new cement road. 
The following motion was offered by Arthur Sturtevant of 
Concord, that Merrimack County convey to the State of 
New Hampshire a certain parcel of land described as fol- 
lows: 

A. small strip of land four (4) rods in width lying on 
either side of the Daniel Webster Highway in the town of 
Boscawen in said County, the same being all of the land 
owned by the County of Merrimack that comes within a 
distance of 33.0 feet measured easterly and westerly from 
the center line of the new concrete highway construction 
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between the northly line of the Holmes property near 
Station 5, as shown on a Plan of Federal Aid Emergency 
Project No. 219 H for 1933 in the Records of the New 
Hampshire State Highway Dept.; and land owned by the 
State of New Hampshire near Station 52, as shown on said 
plan. 

Saving and reserving from the above all of the land not 
owned by, the said County and any part of the original or 
existing highway and that the Commissioners are hereby 
authorized and empowered to execute a proper conveyance 
of the same. The motion was adopted. 

John L. T. Shaw of Chichester offered the following 
resolution: Resolved, that selectmen of Boscawen be asked 
to insert in the warrant for the next annual meeting 
to see if the town will vote to discontinue and abandon 
that part of the highway leading through County Farm 
property which is not within the present highway. The 
motion was adopted.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


——0-—— 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, 
Superintendent of County Farm, and House of Correction, 
Farm Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 19385. 


COUNTY FARM 


Since the last annual report, the new buildings and im- 
provements which were authorized by the county legislative 
delegation of 1933, have been completed. The new addition 
to the main building will provide room for about seventy 
more people and will make it possible to give hospital care 
to many which could not be done before. We are glad to 
be able to report that these improvements have been com- 
pleted well within the appropriation voted by the county 
delegation. All the buildings at the farm have been painted 
during the year, as an E. R. A. Project, the Federal Gov- 
ernment paying all labor costs, which were taken from the 
relief rolls, and the County paying for materials only. 
Several other improvements have been on a similar basis, 
so that at the present time the buildings, both inside and 
out, are in good condition. More people are being cared 
for at this institution than for many years past. We feel 
that with the much needed room and equipment which has 
been provided, the county is now in a position to provide 
eood care for those in need, at a very reasonable expense 
to the taxpayer. The County is fortunate in having the

WELFARE 


The relief problem continues to be the major problem of 
all counties, cities, and many of the towns in the State. On 
January 1, 1935, the active county relief cases were as 
follows:

Many relief cases have been closed during the year, some 
of which had to be re-opened for one reason or another, 
the main cause being failure of an opportunity to secure 
work. Several new cases, many of which have been for 
some time considered as ‘‘border line eases’’, have had to 
be taken on, nearly all of which were for the same reason, 
lack of work. Federal E.R.A. and W.P.A. projects have 
not been of as much help in reducing the relief load as was 
expected. This is due to the fact that they failed to fune- 
tion at all during a considerable part of the year, thus 
throwing the whole burden directly on to the counties, 
towns and cities. Another bad feature, which has been the 
cause of many new applications for aid, is that since May 1, 
no applicant for work on these projects could get a job, 
unless they were already on the relief rolls. We believe 
this to be entirely wrong, as anyone who is willing to work, 
rather than accept public relief, should be given the chance 
rather than to be obliged to go on the relief rolls. Until 
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this ruling is changed no real headway can be made in re- 
ducing the relief load. A careful investigation is made of 
all new applications, as well as checking old ones. It is, 
of course, impossible to keep in constant touch with every 
case all over the county, we ‘would, therefore, appreciate 
any information relative to relief cases that any citizen of 
the County may be able to give to the local overseer; or to 
this office. We are glad to be able to report that it has 
been possible to reduce the county debt $14,016.13 during 
the year and that the valuation of the property owned by 
the County has increased $42,092.80. Detailed accounts 
of all receipts and expenditures may be found on other 
pages, to which your attention is invited. We desire to 
extend our appreciation to all the local overseers and all 
others in the County who have so faithfully given us their 
co-operation during the year.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 
Concord, N. H., February 14, 1936. 


To the Commissioners of the County of Merrimack: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for the 
year ending December 31, 1935: 

On the basis of the budget adopted for 1933 and 1934, I 
am able to report a saving of $1,870 for the year 1935 as 
against a saving of $1,192 for the year 1934. The saving 
this year was brought about principally in the items of 
investigation of cases, mileage, and transportation of 
prisoners.

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The bills introduced in the last session of the legislature 
for the establishment of juvenile and domestic relations 
sessions of the Probate Court, and to revise the present 
juvenile and probation laws, were not enacted. Nearly 
everybody well informed on the subject matter of this legis- 
lation, favored its purposes. It is fair to say fear of in- 
creased appropriations prevented its passage. However, 
the need for it is greater today than ever, and will increase 
rather than diminish. It is the hope and expectation of 
those dealing at first hand with juvenile problems, that the 
experiment in probation work now being financed privately 
by former Governor Huntley Spaulding will demonstrate 
the value of such legislation from the point of view of 
dollars and cents. 

At the present time, because of a provision in our State 
Constitution, a municipal or police court has no power to 
impose a sentence on a person guilty of an offense which 
may be punished by imprisonment for more than one year. 
It may only find probable cause for holding him for the 
action of the Grand Jury of the Superior Court. The 
municipal court does have the power to impose a sentence 
confining a guilty person for not more than one year in the 
House of Correction or County Jail. Offenses such as 
larceny of property of a value greater than twenty dollars, 
breaking and entering, and certain motor vehicle viola- 
tions, carry a maximum punishment of from five to seven 
years. Experience shows that a large percentage of these 
offenses are punished by imprisonment for a year or less. 
Our present procedure frequently makes it necessary to 
bring in witnesses for the municipal court hearing, for the 
hearing before the Grand Jury, and for the hearing for the 
disposition of the case in the Superior Court. It is neces- 
sary also to transport the prisoners who are unable to give 
bail, back and forth between the Jail and the Court House. 
All of this makes for added expense. 
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The Superior Court in Merrimack County is in session 
at least six months during the year and in some Counties 
longer. If these cases could be taken into the Superior 
Court in the first instance without a hearing in the munic- 
ipal court and without Grand Jury action, there would be 
considerable saving to the county in the course of a year. 
To permit this saving, it is suggested that legislation be 
enacted permitting the County Solicitor to initiate criminal 
proceedings by means of an information filed in the Su- 
perior Court in the eases of offenses other than those which 
carry the death penalty. The Grand Jury would not be 
abolished, but would be available if needed. Such is the 
practice in some of the New England States. 

Following is a list of the indictments and disposition of 
eases at the April and October Terms of the Superior 
Court. The dispositions, so far as was humanly possible, 
were made under the guidance of the principle stated in 
the Bills of Rights of our Constitution: ‘‘The True Design 
of all punishment being to reform, not to exterminate man- 
kind.”’ 

The indictments returned and the disposition of them at 
the April 1935 Term of the Superior Court were as follows: 
Bernard Lipsett, violation of Blue Sky Law, three to five 
years in State Prison suspended, a fine of $500 and an 
order for restitution ; Louis Clements, larceny, ninety days 
in House of Correction suspended; Henry A. McCarthy, 
breaking, entering and larceny, one year in House of Cor- 
rection suspended on one offense, and ninety days in House 
of Correction to serve, on another; Perley F. Fellows, six 
months in House of Correction suspended, and a fine of 
$300; John J. Michael, breaking, entering and larceny, con-
